A correspondent of the Ore^oiiiau writes 
to that paper as follows: During a resi- 
dence in Clatsop county I observed .a 
peouliarltyiin her forests.; j.J;.no.tieedjthafc 
for' the most part tho timber had a gen- 
eral uriiforr.'i ago and growth of about one 
hundred and fifty years except in localities 
that wore somewhat marshy and tlat and 
on shaded north hillsides wore tho tim- 
ber wan miich older and larger. I have 
observed the same thing in other parts of 
Oregon.' I was unable to account 
for this singular phenomenon of uniform 
age and'' growth until last winter when I 
thought 1 discovered the reason. It is 
this; About that timo— one hundred and 
fifty years ago — there was a terrible tem- 
pest'Bwept over the ocuntry and prostra- 
ted a large proper" icn of thejtirhbor. This 
was followed by a dry hot summer, when 
the fire swapt through the forest with 
such terrible oflect as to kill the remain- 
ing timber, except on shaded hillsides and 
flat, marshy land/ which; accpunta^. for the 
superior age',and gteatefaizp'pf^^^ 
ber starittirig'oiJ 'those groiiiids. .'It is my 
opinion that at long intervals these cala- 
mities occur to our forests on this coast, 
and that the said calamity is now about to 
take place again. The storm of la«it win- 
ter threw from twenty tp.vthirtyr.ftvp per 
oont. of the standing timber,-' aiid 'there 
are indications now of a ilbng "diy spoil, 
and,' ifijit'^j'shpuld^'bo acooinpanied by 
winds, as is liable during the next month', 
nothing but tho greatest care can .avert 
the calamity. ' The "oldest inhabitant" 
telk of a TTioro - genial climate, loss rain 
kn4')n<»ro'8dnal>»no .than^ 
days of Oregon; 'That was- beeaiiso the 
forests and vegetation generally had not 
become so thick m now. Therefore, if 
our forests .should be destroyetl we may 
look for leas rairi .lind nioire auiishiuo . till 
they got their grow^Ii agaiii. I'givoitheso' 
views, not to; 'create., ■,niiy., imne(:eB8ary 
alarm,;buD thatlall-inay-be on-their guard 
to aid in avei:tirig the • cillamlty. as much 
as possible. .

Mr. Alex. E. B. Davie, on behalf of 
the prosecution, argued that the questiona 
raised on behalf of the prisoner were 
matters for tho consideration of the 
authorities demanding and granting the 
extradition and tho courts of the United 
States. It had been lost sight of in tho 
contention on behalf of the prisoners that 
the United States was a highly "civilized 
country and that the prisoner "\?ould boas 
certain of justice in the courts there as 
here. The case of Riohard B. Caldwell, 
surrendered from Caiiada to tho United 
States in 1870,- was an authority to show 
that the bare, evidence of accomplices was 
sufficient upon which to ground extradi- 
tion the question of sufficiency of such 
evidence being left for tho decision of tho 
courts of the country requiring surrender. 
The same case also showed that tho com- 
mittinginsiagistrate should not enquire .as', 
to the" jiiHsdictibn of the. courts requiririgi 
surrender.
